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United  States  Mint  Opens  Sales  for  Helen  Taft  First  Spouse 
Gold  Coins  on  December  2

WASHINGTON  —  Beginning  noon  Eastern  Time  (ET)  on  December  2,  the  United  States  Mint  will  open  sales  for  proof  and 
uncirculated  quality  Helen  Taft  First  Spouse  Gold  Coins.  Maximum  mintage  for  the  coins  is  set  at  10,000  units  across  all 
product  options.  Customer  demand  will  determine  the  ratio  of  proof  coins  to  uncirculated  coins  produced  within  the  total 
maximum  mintage.  Pricing  will  be  based  on  the  United  States  Mint's  pricing  structure,  available  at 
http://www.usmint.gov/catalog. 

The  obverse  (heads  side)  of  the  Helen  Taft  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  was  designed  by  United  States  Mint  Artistic  Infusion 
Program  (AIP)  artist  William  C.  Burgard  and  executed  by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor-Engraver  Phebe  Hemphill.  The  design 
features  Mrs.  Taft’s  portrait  and  the  inscriptions  HELEN  TAFT,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  LIBERTY,  2013, 27th,  and  1909  -  1913.  The 
coin’s  reverse  (tails  side)  was  designed  by  AIP  artist  Richard  Masters  and  executed  by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor-Engraver 
Charles  Vickers.  The  design  features  a  branch  of  Japanese  cherry  blossoms,  symbolizing  Mrs.  Taft’s  instrumental  role  in 
bringing  the  cherry  trees  to  Washington,  D.C.  Inscriptions  are  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  $10,  Vi  OZ., 
and  .9999  FINE  GOLD.

The  United  States  Mint  also  produces  numismatic  products,  including  proof,  uncirculated, 
and  commemorative  coins;  Congressional  Gold  Medals;  and  silver  and  gold  bullion  coins.  The  United  States  Mint’s 
numismatic  programs  are  self-sustaining  and  operate  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer.
